Although polls show that Oklahomans continue to have confidence in Senator
Nickles, it is worth remembering several key points.

Richard Sellers, 39, a conservative political activist, is scoring some points with the voters in his anti-
incumbent campaign against Senator Richard Shelby. The Bush Administration appointed Sellers
Chairman of the Alabama Small Business Advisory Commitiee, a post he held during the Reagan
Administration. Polls conducted on Shelby indicate vuinerability, with his re-elect at 42 percent.
Shelby, who is serving his first term, won election 1o the Senate by only 50 percent of the vote.

" ALASKA:

Two-term Republican Frank Murkowski will be running hard on the issues that matter most to Alaskans;
issues he has been the Senate leader on:  development of Alaska's oil resources and expanding Asian
markels to American goods. Two Democrats are running in a primary for the nomination 10 challenge
Murkowski: former state senawyr Willie Hensley, who ran for Lt Governor in 1990, and attomey and
columnist Tony Smith. President Bush hosted a fundraiser for Murkowski in Cecember.

I ARIZONA:

The Democrats have yet 1o come up with a credible challenger 1o Senator Jobn McCain, whose job
approval ratings contnue to rise. Two independent poils out in January both show his re-elect at about
53 percent. Two unknown Deémocrais. Auomey Walter Mybeck and Air Force General Truman
Spangrud are running in a primary. Mybeck shouid have a hard time raising money, having recently
switched 1o the Democratic party, where he is a poiitical unknown. Spangrud does not have any pelitical
experience, and an Anzona Daily Star columnist wrote that "...Spangrud lacks charisma, some
Democrats say...” Although his supporters proudly state that he has maintained a residence in Arizona

throughout his military career, unul recently he was a resident of Washington, D.C, after his retirement
from the Pemagon.

ARKANSAS:

A three-way Republican primary appears 10 be in ilte making for the chance 10 take on three-term Senator
Dale Bumpers. Dr. David Busby, Director of the Arkansas Foundation for Medical Care and Director of
the Family Pracuce Residence Program at the Fort Smith Educauon Center is running, and Mike

Huckabee, past President of the Arkansas Baptist Convendon, and Dryden Pence, president of an
investment banking firm and Persian Gulf War vet, are both looking at entering the race. Althongh
Bumpers is often viewed as a conservative Democrat, his voring record is more liberal than many
northeastern Democrats.  His lack of significant legislatve accomplishments, when combined with the
anti-incumbent mood and a swong challenge, could make him vuinemble.

CALIFORNIA:

California will see contests for two Senate seats this year. Appointed Senator John Seymour will run for
election against either Dianne Feinstein or Controller Gray Davis. Although both hoid leads in the polls
over Seymour, that is seen largely as a result of their current name identification advantage. As Seymour
increases his name identification throughout the state, the numbers will close. Seymour's fundraising has
been strong. Feinsiein maintains a high nepative raung from her race for Governor against Paie Wilson.

Seymour is running a campaign as a reformer of Congress, a strong theme suitable to the anti-incumbent
meod of the country.

Three Republicans are running for Californiz's open seat: Congressman Tom Campbell, teievision
commentator Bruce Hershensohn, and Palm Springs mayer Sonny Bono. Three Democrats are vying for
the nominadon: Lieutenant Governor Leo McCarthy, Congressman Barbara Boxer and Congressman Mel
Levine. The primary is June 2, 1952,

The National Republican Senatorial Commiues is committed to spending nearly $5 million to win both
seats, a spending commitment the Democrats do not have.

COLORADO:

Five candidates are vying for the opportunity to take on Senator Tim Wirth, whose election to the Senate
by only 50 percent of the vote makes him particularly vulnerable, A June, 1991 polt showed Wirth's re-
elect at 41 percent, with 36 percent of the respondents opuing for someone new, Wirth's vore for the 1991
payraise, and against the Soategic Defense Inigatve and the Persian Guif War respiution, further the
perception that he is an out-of-touch liberal.

The swong field of Republican candidates make Wirth parucularly vulnerable. Siate senator and
businessman Terry Considine entered the race, and the Rocky Mountain News editorialized, "With state
senaior Terry Considine's announcement that he wiil seek the Republican nomination..., we are bound te
enjoy one of the mosi spirited, intelligent, and closely fought contests in years...” Republicons Sam
Zakhem, former Ambassador and former state senator. state representative Ken Chlouber, former state
senator John Doniey, and businessman Doug Fain are running.

CONNECTICUT:

Chris Burnham, investment banker, state representative and Persian Guif vet. and Bob Jaekle, wilo ran in
1990 for Lieutenamt Governor after serving as state House Minority Leader, will be put before
Republican convention delegates in July for the opportunity to run against vulnerable Senator Clhnis
Dodd. Dodd, who's re-elect percentage stood at 60 percent the last ime he ran, now nas a re-elect of 41
percent, according to a survey conducted by the Hartford Courant and the University of Connecticut.




FLORIDA:

Former Congressman Bili Grant is set 1o take on first-term Senator Bob Graham. The delegates to the
recent annuat Republican State-Meedng in Orlande in January enthusiastically showed their support for
Grant's candidacy. Recent surveys reveal that the state has become even more Republican in recent
years, with a ten percent Republican edge in party preference. With a boost from the Presidental race,
(Bush won by almost one million votes in 1988, more than any other state), a career politician like
Graham will face 2 competitive chailenge from Grant.

GEORGIA:

Senator Wyche Fowler is among the most vulnerable Senators ranning for re-election this year. He won
election to the seat with 51 percent of the vote, and a November 16-19, 1991 poll by the Atianta Journal
Constitution and WSB-TV showed that only 38 percent of the voters would re-elect Fowler, with 36
percent saying they would consider others. Fowler has demonstrated time and again, in vote after vote
that he is g true liberal, which will work against him in conservauve Georgia. A columnist for a Georgia
daily newspaper stated, "Ant-incurnbent feelings among vaters...will have an even greater impact in
Georgia,” The column went con to stawe, “In addidon, Senator Fowler hoids one of the most liberal voting
recards in the U.S. Senate...” and that "...he has produced little or nothing for the people of Georgia.”
Three Republicans have anmounced their candidacies and will face each other in a July 21, 1992,
primary. Former Peace Corps Director Paul Coverdell, former U.S. Anomey Bob Barr, and anorney
Charies Tanksley will 1ake on Fowler's liberal voting record. His opposition to key defense programs, the
Persian Gulf War resolution, Gramm-Rudman, and many other issues will conmast sharply with
mainstream Georgia voters' preferences.,

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PHAWATI:

Republican Rick Reed, state senate Minority Leader and newspaper owner and publisher. will run an
anti-incumbent campaign against five-term Senator Daniel Inouye. Inouye is being challenged in a
primary by Mani County Councilman Wayne Nishiki. With 30 years in the Senate, Inouye does not have
any major legisiative accomplishments, nor in the 25 years of Democrat conirol of the Senate during his
tenure, has he ever chaired a major committee.

IDAHO:

Boise mayor Dirk Kempthome, stockbroker Milton Erhart and former Senate Majority Leader Rod Beck
are vying for the Republican nomination to run against Congressman Richard Stallings in the open seal
race. Stallings, once viewed as a strong contender, is now seen as an entgenched incumbent with a record
of votes, like his vote against the Persian Gulf War resolution, which would be viewed as out of the
mainsream of conservauve Idaho philosophy, as well as his check bouncing in the House of
Representatives. Idaho is a strong Republican state, particularly in presidential years. The primary is
May 26, 1992,




ILLINOIS:

Attorney, former Reagan White House advisor and Ambassador Richard Williamson is running for the
Senate against Alan Dixon. Dixon is being sorongly challenged by two credible Demoxrats, one of who
has indicated he will spend millions 10 defeat Dixon in the primary, forcing Dixon on the air early and
spending his current cash-on-hand. An NRSC poll found Dixon vuinerable, with a re-elect of 36 percent.
Further, the Democrat party of Illinois anncunced it will not endorse anyone in the primary, a major blow
1o Dixon, who has heid state or federal office for 42 years.

INDIANA:

Dan Coats is running for re-election to his first full term, after winning election in 1990 to compiete the
two years of his appointed term. Coats proved 1o be extremely strong in his first run for statewide office,
and is in good positon for re-election. He is being challenged by Joe Hogsent, the secretary of state who
promised Indiana voters he would not run for another office during his tenure as secretary of state,
prompung harsh editorial comments in daily newspapers across the state. Further, he is sezn as closely
associated with Governor Evan Bayh, whose favorable rating has slipped considerably. Coats will alsg
be helped by Vice President Quayle on the presidential ticket.

IOWA:

Only one possible Democrat candidate has emerged o 1ake on popular Senator Chuck Grassley: state
senator Jean Lloyd Jones. All polis indicate that Senator Grassley is in a strong position 1o be re-elected,
with 78 percent of Towans in an October, 1991 Iowa Poll for the Des Moines Register approving of the
job Grassley i1s doing. A December, 1991 Iowa Poll had Grassiey leading potenual Democrat challenger
Jean Lloyd Jones 67 percent to 23 percent. In January, Jones said she was rethinking her inclination to
run against Grassley.

KANSAS:

Senawor Dole has announced that he will run for re-election, and currendy, the popular senator does not
have a challenger.

PKENTUCKY:

A survey conducted for the NRSC by Hiil Research December 14 showed Wendell Ford with a re-elect
percentage of only 41, with 46 percem of the respondems saying they wanted someone new. Although
Kentucky has been a Democratic state, the soong anti-incumbent mood could give a Republican an
opportunity. State Senator David Williams is running in a primary with Philip Thompson, former
chaimnan of the Kenwcky Republican parry and former chief executive of the Kenwcky Chamber of
Commerce.




LOUISIANA:

State represenmative Quentdn Dasmgue is considering a challenge 1o Breaux. With the volatile poiitical
environment in Louisiana, a strong candidate lixe Dastugue could give Breaux a tough re-election fight.

*MARYLAND:

There will be a crowded Republican ballot for the March 3, 1992, primary in Maryland for the
opporuunity to take on liberal Barbara Mikulski. Alan Keyes, who ran for the Senate in 1988, and has
served as the president of Citizens Against Government Waste, and is a resident scholar in foreign policy
studies at the American Enterprise Institue, is running, along with fourteen other candidates, among
them Harford County Staie’'s Auorney Joe Cassilly, consuitant Stuart Hopkins, Rob Sobhani, a
Georgetown University lecturer, Gene Zarwell, a marketing consultant, Martha Klima, a swiate iegisiator,
and Ross Pierpoint.

*MISSOURI:

First-term Senator Kit Bond looks to be in swong shape for re-election. The Democrats have three
candidates, unknown in the Democrat party, facing each other in an Augusi 6 primary: Merton
Bemstein, a taw professor and Wiiliam Peacock, a lobbyist. Hard work on behalf of Missouri, like his
recent legisiative accomplishment auaining fair-formula funding for the recently passed Highway Bill,
make popular Senator Bond a sure winner. According to the Missouri Depantment of Economic
Devetopment, the legistation could mean the creation of 23,000 new jobs in Missoun the first year and

135,000 new jobs over the nexst six years. President Bush auended a fundraiser for Bond in Missouri in
Cciober.

UNEVADA:

Two Republican candidates, Demar Danl, president of the Nevada Cattleman’s Associaton, and
businessman Bob Gore appear ready to run in a primary for the opportunity to take on firsi-term Senator
Harry Reid, who was elected to the Senate with 50 percent of the vote. Republican regisration in
Nevada is now equal with Democratic registration, giving a Republican a reai opportunity to win the seat.

'NEW HAMPSHIRE:

Senator Rudman has indicated he will announce his pians after the February presidential primary in New

Hampshire. No Democrat has emerged to challenge the popuiar senator in this conservative Republican
state.




i OREGON:

The Democrats will have a hotly contested primary between Congressman Les AuCoin and businessman
Harry Lonsdale. While AuCoin had been considered the stronger Democrat, his check-bouncing in the
House and his- 17-year incumbency may work against him in a primary with Lonsdale. Senator
Packwood, whose fundraising has been very smong, has always had tough re-election bartles, and he is

ready for either AuCoin or Lonsdale, both of who will have to spend considerable sums of their cash-on-
hand to win the primary.

' PENNSYLVANIA:

Senator Specter is in swong shape going imto his re-election. In an October poil conducied by
Poliical/Media Research, Specter had a favorable rating of 64 percent, and 57 percent of those surveyed
said they would voie to re-elect him. The potential Democrat candidate against Specter is Licutenant
Governor Mark Singei, whom the popular Specter defeated in the poll by 44 points.

'SGUTH CAROLINA:

Former Congressman and candidate for Lieutenamt Govermnor Tommy Harmett is running a soong
campaign against four-term incumbent Senator Fritz Hollings. Hollings re-elect numbers have been
arcund 35 percent. Hollings vote against the Persian Gulf War resolution and his cail for higher taxes
further his image as cut-of-touch with South Carolinians. An editorial in the Greanville News said,
"Tommy Harmett, former congressman from Charleston, could serve the political process well with his
candidacy for the U.S. Senate. He is a vigorous campaigner, intelligen: and articulate, and has a serious
grasp of many public policy issues.”

SOUTH DAKOTA:

Schooiteacher and former Republican state party chairman Charlene Haar is running against Tom
DPaschle on his liberal voiung record. Other potential candidates are considering ihe race in this
conservative siate that has a Republican edge in registered voters.

The open seat mce in Utah has produced four very strong Republican candidates for the Sepiember 8,
1992 primary: Public Service Commissioner Ted Siewart, former Chief Executive Officer of Geneva
Steel, Joe Cannon, former U.S. Auworney and senior vice president of Huntsman Chemical Corporation
Brent Ward, and former Chief Executive Officer of the Frankiin Insdtute Bob Bennett, are vying for the
Republican nomination. The Democrats have a three-way primary. Utah is a strong Republican state,
particaiarly in presidential elecdon years.




VERMONT:

Computer business owner and former New York University and MIT facuity member John Gropper is
running against Senator Pat Leahy. With the strong anti-incumbent mood in the country, Leahy could be
vulnerable with the voters for his vote on the Senate payraise and federal funding of campaigns.

WASHINGTON:

The most vulnerable Senator running for re-electon is Brock Adams. An NRSC survey put his re-elect at
22 percent, with 57 percent of the voters saying they would vote for someone new. Congressman Rod
Chandler, Commissioner of Public Lands Brian Boyle, King County Executive Tim Hijll, and state
senator Leo Thorsness will face each other in a September 15, 1992, Republican primary. Adams will
face a tough primary of his own, with former Congressman Mike Lowry running against him.

WISCONSIN:

Senator Kasten organized his re-election campaign early, while the Democrats have a hotly contested
three-way primary. State Senator Russ Feingoid, businessman Joe Checota, and Congressman Jim
Moody, are running against each other. A January 15-20 poll conducted for the Milwaukee Jourmal
showed Kasten with a favorable rating of 63 percent, and defeating Moody by 25 points, Feingoid by 37
points and Checota by 41 points,
